WASHINGTON, Aug. 29 —The protest 
against the manufacture ani sale of 
beer by the Benedictines of St. Vin- 
cent's abbey, of Beatty, Pa., is still 
under 
consideration by Archbishop 
Satolli. 
A second protest. has been 
received here, this time coming from a 
temperance society of Buffalo, of which 
Rev. Father Zürcher is president. 


Mgr. Satolli has sent a letter to the 
Benedictines, referring to the com- 
plaint. 
They have forwarded a re- 
sponse, saying there was no scandal 
connected 
with 
the sale 
of the 
beer, which, they stated, was done 
merely to cover the cost of manufac- 
ture for their own consumption and the 
expense of the internal revenue tax. 
The total amount manufactured, it was 
stated, was in the neighborhood of four 
barrels a week, which they regarded as 
an insignificant output. 
The benedic- 
tines announce, however, their readi- 
ness to see what can be done in the 
matter to quit the criticisms. 


A second letter has just reached the 
archbishop in which the benedictines 
refer to a pamphlet circulated in Penn- 
sylvania criticising their production of 
beer and reiterated their attitude al- 
ready outlined. 
Moneignor Satolli has 
not so far formulated any definite 
opinion in regard to the matter.

BOUND TO CLOSE SALOONS. 
New York Jndgre Issues a Warning: to 
the Oflenders. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 29.—James Holmes, 
Morris Tekulsky, Bernard Courtney 
and Henry Hirsch, representing the 
excise commission of the Central asso- 
ciation of the Wine, Liquor and Beer 
Dealers of New York county, together 
with their counsel, Frederick B. House, 
appeared in the court of special ses- 
sions at the opening of court this 
morning. 
Lawyer House came to the 
bar and made a speech setting forth 
the action of the meeting of the asso- 
ciation yesterday afternoon, in which it 
was recommended that the members of 
the association close their saloons on 
Sunday on and after September. 


Mr. House then handed up the reso- 
lutions, which were taken by Justice 
Jerome, who complimented the associa- 
tion on the stand it had taken, and 
then made the following announce- 
ment: "In consideration of your action 
the excise cases now before the court, 
some 400 in all, have been placed on the 
calendar for next Friday. 
On that day 
those who plead guilty will be fined 
$25, a nominal sum. On the other hand 
persons arrested for the violation of the 
excise law on and after September 1 
will, on a plea of guilty, be fined $300, 
and on conviction, after a trial, be sent 
to the penitentiary for three months. 
We shall go on until the limit of the 
law is reached if necessary."

Workmen in an Indiana Oravel Pit 
Cause a Distnrbanee. 


TIPTON, Ind., Aug. 29.—Sheriff White 
was summoned to Jefferson township 
yesterday to disperse a mob of striking 
workers in a gravel pit. 
Two hundred 
men employed in hauling gravel went 
on a strike for higher wages and would 
not allow new men to take their places. 
All day the strikers guarded the pit 
and serious trouble is expected. The 
contractors claim they are paying all 
they can afford and they will not grant 
a raise in wages. 
The men are equally 
determined and say that not a load of 
gravel shall leave the pit unless higher 
wages are paid.

A blessing to the church—there 
are points of weakness in her possibly, 
but after all the church is the best 
organization in the world and God 
loves her. I can hardly see how a man 
could be either a successful or a happy 
Christian and refrain from some con- 
nection with the church. I have no 
sympathy with the ones against the 
church. 


3. An uplift for the pastor if, when 
the work is closed, the people think 
less of the pastoral office or the men 
who fill it, I shall count the work a 
failure. God bless the men who preach 
the gospel. 
As to methods, I am wed- 
ded to none in particular. I use the 
one I suggest to you because God 
honors it and has been pleased to bless 
it. 
When any other can be better 
used I shall change it. 
But do not rely 
upon mere machinery; trust only in 
God. 


"If this blessing is to be great it will 
be 
absolutely necessary, 
that tho- 
rough preparation should be made in 
the individual heart, in the home and 
in the church. It would be a calamity 
if for any reason any number of the 
members of the church should fail to 
heartily co-operate in the work. Let 
us be with one accord in one place." 
"In union there is strength." I am 
particularly anxious that the men 
should be enlisted in the work. It is 
only possible to reach the men of the 
city when the men of the church are 
heart and soul in the work. I appeal 
to the Christian people of Fort Wayne 
to lend a hand in this work for a better 
city, whatever it has been in the past, 
for a great forward movement in the 
interests of the men, young and old, 
who arejin trouble, or sin, and need 
help."

New York's l.aw ami Order Vljctory. 


For once law and order has afserted 
itself in the city of New York. 
Law- 
breakers have had to cry out for mtrcy, 
and defiant liquor dealers had to haul 
down their bag and to confi as that 
Commissioner Roosevelt, Recorder Goff, 
the police department and the cou rt of 
general eeseions form a combins.tion 
against which violators of the Sunday 
closing law, defiant saloonkeepers, shy- 
ster lawyers and liquor dealing associa- 
tions find themselves unable to struggle 
and incompetent to defeat, 
llie light 
has been a brief but bitter one. 
Under 
the 
control 
of 
Mayor 
Strong, 
a 
board of police commisaiea-ars were 
chosen, which would neither he dictat- 
ed to by Tammany hall, deStid by the 
liquor dealers, nor fooled by the police. 
It began upon the simple plan of en- 
forcing the law a? it found it. 
It en- 
tered into no discussion as to the 
merits of the law, or questioiaed wheth- 
er it ought to be modified or excised 
out of the statute book. 
lU had no in- 
terest in the fact that the law was 
probably enacted to enabl© any party 
clique or organization tolevy blackmail 
upon and to crowd out of the liquor 
trade all those who were not creatures 
of a certain ring, or who did not divide 
and divvy with the polit'^cal thugs who 
had inspired the law. 
.^JQ this was of 
no moment to Mr. Roofievelt and his 
brother commissioncj-a. 
The law was 
there and it was their Jaity to enforce 
it, leaving its amendmort or repeal to 
other hands. 
And they have enforced 
it and made it respects id. 
In Epeaking 
of the victory the FhilUdelphia Times 
says: 


"When they first bf gan the big bat- 
tle of closing up the law-breaking sa 
loons, which found th»e Sunday trade 
the most profitable to. them, they were 
met by threats, defiance, abuse and 
conspire cy. 
The p'olwie force was hike 
warm, or worse. 
Thirsty public opin. 
ion, which demanded, its Sunday beer 
in defiance of any and every law, 
howled out its detei*aiination to ignore 
the Sunday closing enactment. 
Law- 
yers, anxious for dollars and defense«, 
surged into the coaabat, and said the 
law was unconstitutional and the com- 
missioners 
poweííiess. 
Newspapers 
jeered about'dry Simdajs,' and v/ent 
into hysterics OVÍT the poor man being 
robbed of his beer, and to crown all the 
great wine and beer associations took 
up the fight, and pooled their issues in 
defense of their members and a de- 
fiftnce of the authtiñties. 


"Of course the "challenge they threw 
out was accepte«!. 
Men like Mayor 
Strong, Commissioner Roosevelt and 
the¡new mag-'istrates and justices ap- 
pointed to ci.rry out civic reform are 
not the sort of jelly fish creatures who 
back down at the sight of danger. 
It 
only inspired them to further efforts in 
the way of making the law respected, 
and they have at last víon a final vic- 
tory. 
The defiant saloon men have 
thrown up the sponge and promised to 
renounce Sunday sack and live cleanly, 
while their great jdefense organization, 
the Wine and Beer Dealers' associa- 
tion, has given solemn pledges that 
their members will obey the law as it 
now standfs and use other and legiela- 
ive meant» to have the objectionable 
law repealed and a greater range of 
liberty granted to their trade. 
It has 
been a great victory for law and order, 
and while it may be advisabla to alter 
the provisions governing the liquor 
traffic and to make them more suit- 
able to the cosmopolitan needs of a 
city like New York, it is an assurance 
that the law must be respected and 
obeyed, however much it may interfere 
with the liberty of any trade," 


The next thing we sliall have, or 
ought to have, \vill be ball beariugs on 
locomotivo aud car wheels; also ou tho 
wheels of Imgo freight wagous aud 
trn^ks. 
There is no reason why tho 
all bearing idea cannot bo extended 
to these as well as to carriage wheels. 
Next perliaps the bails themselves will 
bu fewer in nnjnber. 
It way bo found 
that the friction of wheels will bo still 
more lessened Ly touching fev/er jjoints 
balls, at the same time tliut th(! 
power aud steadiness c)f the revolutions 
will bo fullv maintained. 


Waller. 


If tho fact that John L. Waller is a 
negro had anything to do with tliis gov- 
pnivjient's delay in seizing him riglited, 
theia this government disgrai'inl itself. 
Bu'ii in any case vigorous nu'asures seem 
lUTiV' about to be taken by tho authori- 
ties: at Washington, so that all nuiy yet 
bohvell. 
.Tolui L. Waller was a colored 
m;in of Kansas (Uty. 
lie was born a 
sjuvo at New Madrid. Mo., in ISoO. 
lio struggled on after tlio war till lie 
gn.iduated at a high school. 
He was a 
jIVe, brainy man and became a lawyer. 
Ho was a journalist when President 
Harrison, in 1SS)1, appointed him con- 
sul at Tamatave, IVhuhigascar. 
Waller 
Kked tho Hovas, and they liked hini. 
They became gnnit friends, and when, 
'in 18!)4, I'residiuit Cleveland appointed 
Mr. Wetter of Georgia con.snl in Wal- 
ler's placo Waller remained among liis 
new friends and entered 
iuto trade 
there. 


It wa.s his intention to go heavily in- 
to the farming and lumlier business. 
With Aniericau shrewdness ho saw a 
chance for great fortune in tho rich soil 
aud virgin forest of Madagascar. 
Tho 
Hovas mado to him on conditions of 
certain payments a lease for 30 years of 
a tract containing 1 1 1,000 square miles 
of land. It lay along the east coast; of 
the big island and contained many har- 
bor.s. 
If Waller had been let alone by 
the Frcuch, he would have become as 
rich as Mouto Cristo. 
It was his inten- 
tion to ship tho wood, fruits aud other 
products of Madagascar to Europe and 
America. 
The execution of tho enter- 
prise would havo been au excelleut 
thing for both Waller and the Malagasy 
government. 


Then camo tho French invasion cf 
Madaga.=car. 
The French determined 
that Waller should not havo the rich 
concession granted to him by the Mala- 
gasy government because they wanted 
it themselves. 
So they trumped up a 
charge that Waller was inciting the 
Hovas to outrage, murder and riot. 
He 
was arrested. 
A form of military trial 
was secretly gone through. Not a friend 
of Waller's was allowed to be present. 
At tho end of the trial, which occurred 
March 18 aud lasted three hours. Waller 
was sentenced to 20 yeai-s' imprison- 
ment in the old French Chateau d'If. 
He was taken to France a prisoner iu 
irons. It is charged that he has suffered 
hardship and cruelty at the hands of the 
French. 
His friends say he has con- 
sumption. 
The 
French 
government, 
when asked for explanations, put off 
Embassador Eustis with the excuse that 
the official report of tho trial had not 
yet arrived from Tamatave, and there 
could be no investigation. But now the 
United States government must insist 
on a thorough investigation, and that 
very quick. 


Onco more this country has had its 
awful annual lesson ou the subject of 
forest fires. Tlio terrible ravages of the 
flames in Washington state will result 
in the loss of many million dollars and 
a loss of life that probably can never be 
exactly known. 
Few incidents in the 
history of the northwest are so tragic as 
that of the four carpenters who jumped 
to their death down a chasm 136 feet 
deep while trying to extinguish tho 
flames upon a burning bridge. 
These 
fires usually begin in one way—through 
the criminal negligence of hunters aud 
campers. 
Occasionally a spark from a 
railway engine wakes the fire fiend, but 
generally it is the reckless, wicked 
hitnters who do it. 
The only way to 
stop the annual destruction seems to be 
for states themselves to enact forestry 
laws with inspectors -who 
are constantly 
on guard during the warm weather. 
Five minutes in the begitming would 
have extinguished the flames that have 
wrought such ruin in Washington. 


England and the United States will 
not stop till China has paid to the last 
farthing indemnity for the outrages on 
missionaries. 
The United States -will 
accept nothing less, even though we 
ourselves have never paid China dam- 
ages for the Chinamen that have been 
mobbed and murdered in thds country. 
The ability of the Chinese government 
to punish its subjects who have endeav- 
ored to wipe out foreign missionaries 
may be taken as the exact measure of 
its ability longer to sustatu itself at all. 
If it cannot protect foreigners within its 
borders and also punish its furious, 
fanatical subjects who seek to "drive 
out the foreign devils, " then tho Mant- 
choo dynasty is doomed.

Wyllie is now 7G years 
old and very deaf, but his sight is still 
keeu, and he is yet able to defeat nearly 
every man ho meets. "I'm too auld for 
draughts," he says sadly, but he usual- 
ly manages to win whenever tho stakes 
are worth securing. 


Wyllie was born in the Pierce Hill 
barracks, near Ediuburgh, iu 1820, and 
at tho time of his birth his father was 
a sergeant major iu the Scots Guai-ds. 
As a mere lad Wyllie was apprenticed 
to a Kilmarnock weaver, but his re- 
markable skill as a checker player mado 
him famous and induced him to aban- 
don leaniiug the weaver's trade. A dro- 
ver named Porteus whom young Wyllie 
had . beaten took Wyllio to Edinburgh 
and surprised the natives. Porteus be- 
gan a game with a local player of repu- 
tation named Bertram and then found 
an excuse to drop out of the contest. 
"Let my herd laddie play for me," he 
said. 
Bertram consented, and to his 
amazement the herd laddio wou 59 
games out of GO, and Bertram only suc- 
ceeded in securing a single draw. 
Tho 
story of this aclnevemeut gave Wyllie 
great local fame, wJiich was increased 
when he defeated Professor Andrew Au- 
dersou and Robert Miu'tins, two great 
Scotch players. 


Wyllio tlien became a watch peddler 
aud traveled about Scotland selling 
timepieces as a regular businc-'^s and 
playing checkers for money against all 
comers.

CANARIES FOR CONVICTS. 


]Utichii;an Prisonars Keep Tliem For Com- 
fort and Profit. 


Convicts i u the Michigan state prison 
have many more favors than those of 
almost any other penitentiary iu the 
United States, and it is the belief of 
tho management of tho institution that 
for this reason tliero are fewer outbreaks 
of lawlessness thou are found elsewhere. 
Among the favors granted to them at 
the peniteutiary at Jackson is that of 
keeping aud caring for birds. There aro 
fully 600 feathered songsters in Mich- 
igan's principal penal institution, all 
owned aud cax'ed for by the convicts, 
and as soon as daylight approaches on 
bright mornings their sweet notes are 
heard in striking contrast to tho natural 
feelings of their owners. 


Many of the most hardened criminals, 
who from their general appearance and 
history would not be expected to care 
for anything of a refining nature, ten- 
derly care for and caress their little 
pets. 


More than three-quarters of the cells 
in the prisou contain one or more cana- 
ries, and they are also found in various 
shops throughout the institution. 
Dur- 
ing the day the cages are hung outside 
the cells to give the birds light and air, 
but as soon as the convict returns from 
work at night the. cage is taken inside. 


This practice has been carried on in 
the prisou for years, and the officials 
say that instead of any detrimental ef- 
fect being noticeable the little songsters 
have proved a benefit, as they not only 
give the cells a more homelike appear- 
ance, but they also wield a decided in- 
fluence in the way of humanizing the 
most reckless and hardened criminal. 


Besides being permitted to keep the 
birds for the sake of their company aud 
influence, the convicts are also allowed 
to raise them to sell, and many a dollar 
is credited to theaccouutsof the prison- 
ers from this source. Of course tho con- 
vict handles none of the money realized 
from the sale of the birds until he is 
discharged, but it is placed to his credit 
in the prison bank.—Chicago Record.

Charles Brown Herreshoff, the second 
sou, takes charge of the Herre.shoff 
homestead on Prudence island, and is 
a man of some political prominence in 
Rhode Island. 


John Brown Herreshoff, who is the 
oldest of the three blind brothers, is the 
business head of tho works at Bristol, 
aud Vv^ith his brother Nat shares the dis- 
tinction of having produced many of 
the fastest boats afloat. He began whit- 
tling out boats as soon as he could use a 
jackkuife, aud when 14 built a good 
sized yacht for sailing on Narragansett 
bay. About this time he was stricken 
with blindness, but he kept ou building 
boats, with what 
success the world 
knows. 


Lewis Herreshoff, who is also blind, 
ia a musician of some note. 


Nathaniel 
Greene 
Herreshoff, or 
"Captain Nat," who is most widely 
known as the designer of the Defender, 
is the mechanical genius of the family. 
He was graduated from the institute of 
technology, where he took prizes in 
physics and mathematics. He was for a 
number of years employed at the Corliss 
Engine works in Providence, and at tho 
Bame time did the designing for the 
Herreshoff company and modeled most 
of their sailing and steam yachts. Since 
1877 he has giveu his entire attention 
to marine engineering and has dcisign- 
ed and built a number of boats whose 
speed aud weatherly qualities have pro- 
duced a rovolution in yacht building. 
"Captain Nat" is superintendent and 
manager of the Herreshoffs' works and 
owns one-fourth of the stock. 


There are two younger brothers, Fran- 
cis and Julian. The former, a graduate 
of Harvard, has distinguished himself 
in chomistiy, and the latter, who ia 
blind, was educated at the University of 
Berlin, and has become noted as a mu- 
sician and linguist, being the proprietor 
of a school of languages and music at 
Providenca

The relatives and friends of the late 
Hiram Lott, of Louisiana, recently con- 
sul at Managua, Nicaragua, will be 
pained to learu that by reason of the 
n;;id laws regardiufe' the removal of the 
dead, aud i)artieularly the exhuming of 
corpses in the Central American States, 
it will be impossible to have the re- 
mains of the deceased consul trans- 
ferred to this country for the next four 
years, at least 
Consul Lott, it will be 
remembered, died at his post of duty 
about two months ago from dysentery, 
complicated with peritonitis. Since his 
demise the membera of his family have 
natm-ally desired to have his remains 
removed to this country and Interred 
at his old home as early as practicable. 
An appeal was made to the State De- 
partment, and a couple of days ago the 
Secretary by cable directed Minister 
Baker, stationed at San .Toso, Costa 
Rica, to learn when the remains could 
be transferred with the view of obtain- 
ing the necessary pennission to liave 
them sent to Louisiana. 
The depart- 
ment to-day received a cablegram from 
Minister Baker stating that he had 
communicated wúth the minister of for- 
eign affairs of Nicaragua, and had been 
given a response to the effect that un- 
der the laws of the republic the mini- 
mum time for the disinterment of the 
remains was fixed at 
four years.— 
Washington dispatch to New Orleans

1,126 men. 
Col. Sion S. Bass was the 
first colonel of the regiment.

he was killed Joseph H. Dodge suc- 
ceeded to the office of colonel and he 
was in turn succeeded by Col. Henry 
W. Lawton. 


The regiment seived through the en- 
tire war and was mustered out at Vic- 
toria, Texas, November 25, 1865. 
Dur- 
ing the four years the regiment was in 
service four officers and 133 men were 
killed or died from their wounds, mak- 
ing a total of 137. One officer and 274 
men die! of disease, accidents, 
in 
prison, etc., a total of 275. This makes 
a grand total of 412 of the Thirtieth 
regiment boys who laid down their 
lives for their country 
and 
their 
homes.

ViiiroruiUy of Minte l.aws. 


The reports read at the Detroit con- 
ference show that encouraging progress 
has been made through the efforts of 
the State Commissions for the rromo- 
tion of Uniform LegÌ8lalion, and ths;^ 
the outlook for further progress is most 
promising. 


The woi k which these commissions 
have undertaken is of vital importance 
to the community. The dilFerences 
among state laws in matters wherein 
uniformity is highly desirable have 
been the source of much trouble and 
no little injustice in the courts. This 
has been notably so in the case of wills, 
marriage and divorce, insolvency and 
commercial paper. 
One of the strong- 
est arguments in favor of a national 
law of bankruptcy is found m the evils 
and abuses of the various state in 
solvency laws, while the looseness of 
the marriage and divorce laws in sev 
eral states has long been a subject of 
general complaint. 


Commercial law, which had its birth 
and rise in the custom of nations, and 
which should be world wide in its uni 
formity, has been tinkered and patched 
by the different state legislatures until 
a merchant or banker must stop and 
inquire what are its peculiar provisions 
at every state line. What is perfectly 
legitimate in one state is not permissi- 
ble in another, and all right again in 
yet another. Frequent attempts have 
been made for reform in this direction 
by associations, and the matter has 
been much discussed in legal and libr- 
ary periodicals, but it has never re- 
wceived the attention it deeerves. 


The uaifoimity BO much desired can 
come only from congressional action in 
matters within the jurisdiction of con- 
gress or from the action of the several 
legislatures in adopting a common form 
of law. In a number of states commis- 
sions have been appointed to further 
such state action, and it is gratifying to 
learn that their labors have been at 
tended with no little success. 


Women in tbe Cbnrcli. 
Intere&t in the subject of the admis 
slon of women as delectes to the 
general conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal church has been excited by 
the expressions 6f Drs. Payne and 
King. It is not aloné the clergy, but 
the laity, who are inclined to take posi- 
tive position on the one side or the 
other in regard tk) this matter. The 
laity were themselves only within the 
last ten or twelve years represented in 
the general conference, and there are 
tbany among them who, after having 
gained recognition, are inclined to ex- 
tend the same courtesy to women, who 
are always active in church work, often 
more practically than men. 


A prominent lay member of the 
church, Dr. John Clark Üidpath, of In- 
diana, represented as a layman in the 
northwest Indiana conferéhce in the 
general conference of 1888 
Dr. Bid- 
path is well known, not only among 
Bfethodists, but by the public gener- 
ally, as the author of 'Ridpath's His- 
tory of the World,'" Bidpath's History 
of the United Ktates," "The Great 
Baces of Mankind." "Lire and Work of 
Garfield," etc. Dr. Bidpath is thus 
quoted by the Chicago Post on this 
question: 


"I do not doubt that the movement 
for the admission of women to equal 
rights in the conference, and, indeed, 
in all relatioQs of the church, will pre- 
vail. I have long been in favor of such 
a change in our methods as will give 
women absolutely equal rights. I look 
at this ecelesiasticiü questipn just as 
look at the social and poHtical ques- 
tions. Í have never b sen able to see 
any ground for deducing human rights 
and prerogatives from physiological 
distinctions. 
In our church there is 
very large, almost an qveirwhelming 
majority of both the laity and the min- 
isters in favor of the admifsion of 
women to the general conference. The 
so called constitution of the church has 
been construed to exclude them. This 
construction was doubtful in the first 
place, but the conservative opinion 
prevailed, and we are now obliged to 
take such steps as will legally and con- 
stitutionally enfranchise ail Methodist 
women. This, I do not doubt, will be 
accomplished in the election in the 
annual conferences and at the seBsion 
of the general conference next year. 


regard the exclusive man government 
-of the church as a relic of monasticisrh 
which the enlightened spirit of this age 
will no longer bear. I long to see the 
day when all human beings shall have 
absolutely equal rights, social, civil, 
political and ecclesiastical—all the way 
from the bottom to the top of our 
human structure, without deviation or 
exception. 
I believe that the welfare 
of society will be vastly promoted by 
Euch a change as shall remove the l{»t 
vestige of the middle age discrimina- 
tions against womankind." 


No doubt many Americans are ex- 
claiming ill tlieir luiud.s aguiust tho 
unjust discrimiuatiou" 
of 
foreign 
countries against American beef cattle. 
They are apt to attribute it all to the 
jealousy of foreign governments toward 
this great 
and 
prosperous country. 
Well, the report of the United States 
cou.sul at Havro would throw some light 
ou the miuds of these patriotic Ameri- 
cans. 
Mr. Chaucellor saya tlio arrange- 
ments for our foreign cattle shipping 
show that common sense is badly lack- 
ing in tho shippers. 
No proper provi- 
sion for the safety and comfort of the 
animals is made, he declares. The im- 
portation of United States cattle into 
Europe was stopped because the steers 
imo "jammed into steamers, seasick, 
battered, bruised, crippled and fam- 
;hed. " Consul Cliaucellor further says 
tliat no live beeves should be shijjped 
unless they are provided witli padded 
stalls, swings and otljer appliances to 
keep the lurching of the vessel from 
usliing tliem. 
Above all, they should 
be shipped in tho care of "liumane, reli- 
ibie and intelligent attendants, who 
will not beat and prod them from 
anton and vicious cruelty. "

G o o d T i m e s l u t h e S o u t h . 


No part of this great country is 
"catcliing up" faster tliau the south. A 
correspondent of tho St. Louis Globo- 
Deniocrat, wlio lias been making iiiqui-' 
ries in tho various sections, gets a uni- 
versally cheerful report. Tho hard times 
of tho past two years have actully been 
beneficial to tho south in tho lessons tliey 
have tauglit. The farmers on their part 
have been forced by tho need of cash in- 
to raising more diversified crops, par- 
ticularly fruit and vegetables. 


Planters also largely increased the 
production of pigs and poultry, thus 
raising their own meat to a great ex- 
tent. 
In Georgia tho early fruit crop 
brings into tho state #1,500,000 of 
spending money just when tho agricul- 
turist needs it most to tide him over the 
first half of summer. 


Tho country merchants of the south 
have also learned a most valuable les- 
son. 
Tauglit by the losses of tlie past 
two years, they have become more par- 
ticular in giving credit and much more 
exacting in demanding cash payments. 
They had to do it or go under. 
The re- 
sult is that the cash payment system, 
the only one that will wesr, has be- 
come more common in the south than it 
ever was before. If it should become 
general throughout the United States, 
it will bo millions in our pockets. 


Bank deposits in Atlanta for the first 
sis mouths of this year are |800,000 
more than they were for the same time 
in 1894, which shows that a large 
amount of money is making ready for 
investment. There has been in the region 
of which Atlanta is the center an in- 
crease in volume of trade of from 12 to 
20 per cent. Prices are everywhere low, 
however, but this very fact will increase 
the volume of trade. Many will take 
advantage of low prices to make large 
purchases. 


Arkansas reports a boom of immigra- 
tion, chiefly agricultural, from all parts 
of tbe north and is happy accordingly. 
Dallas mentions great improvement in 
trade, increase of manufacturing indus- 
tries and "two or three new railroads 
heading for this city." 
It is to be 
hoped they will not go into the hands 
of receivers under at least two years. 
That great coal and iron center, Bir- 
mingham, reports an increase of 30 per 
cent of business over last year. New 
plants, whose construction involves the 
exi)enditure of hundi'eds of thousands, 
are in process of erectioja. 


The Horse Will Not Go. 


Half a century ago, when the era of 
railway building began in America, it 
was predict«d that the day of the horse 
was over. 
Tho day of the stagecoach 
certainly was over, and the age of slow 
travel, but there are ten times as many 
horses in the country today as there 
were 50 years ago. 


It will be just the same when the bi- 
cycle and the electric railway and even 
the horseless wagon do their perfect 
work. 
The horses of America in past 
years have generally been inferior to 
those of Em-ope. We have bred tremen- 
dous trotters and pacers, and Kentucky 
and Virginia gaited saddle horsfes unex- 
celled in beauty, grace and intelligence 
the world over. We have even had a few 
thoroughbi^ds that compared favorably 
with those of Great Britain. We also 
developed the pacing horse as a track 
animaL But the fact remains that up to 
this time the common horse of America 
has been fearfully scrub. He was small; 
he was muddy looking; he had little 
strength and hardly so much intelligence 
as his European cousins, bred for cen- 
turies from the best equine blood on the 
planet. 


It is this kind of scrub horse that 
must drop out here in America. Already 
thousands of specimens of the tribe have 
been reduced to horse beef in the north- 
west and shipped to France qr sold ou 
the Chicago market. But the fast trot- 
ter, the really fast one,,brings more 
money^than he ever did. So does the 
very handsome, large, hig^ stepping car- 
riage horse. Mankind laves a fine horse 
and always will do sa A. Boston dealer 
says that the trade in hrjrses has doubled 
itself in the past three years in that city 
in spite of hard times. Another dealer 
says he has sold more ponies, Shetlands 
and others, with carriages to match, in 
the past six rnonths than he has done in 
ten years. 


It is absolutelycertain that the gait- 
ed, perfectly trained saddle iiorse, the 
handsome high st7apping carriage horse, 
the lightning tro<;ter and pacer will not 
go at all. Neithetr will the heavy draft, 
at least not for many years to come. 
Farmers ought Ip remember meanrwhile 
that it takes five years to get a colt 
ready to put ujjon the market as a t2ior- 
oughly educat?ed horse.

Argentina has be- 
becomo a formidable rival to us in the I 
sale of Indian corn /to Europe, and ex- 
port prices will bo • low. 
Meat of all 
kinds iu this country is at presecnt very 
high to the consnjner, however little 
the producer may'receive for it. 
But 
certainly quicker and more skilllful 
routes from produoer to consumer can 
be found than those at present in vogue. 
The fai-mecr will get tihe most for his 
great Indian com crop by feeding it to 
beeves, sheep, swane and poultry on his 
farm.

Great quantities of fruit 
which cannot be marketed to advantage 
under present facilities will be convert- 
ed into brandies, etc. With railroad fa- 
cilitiesand cheap rates this country will 
come near to supplying a large portion 
of the United States market iu a short 
time. It is the best all around fruit 
country in thè v/orld.—Kansas City 
Star.

Nicotine Neutralized 


Tfio Bishop's Enersetio Work—Plans Soon 


to Be Selected and Work Begnn I n a 
Few Weeks—Tlie Site Will Be One of the 
Most Beaatlful I n Washington. 


Through the persistent and untiring 
efforts of Bishop John F. Hurst of 
Washington and the energy of an effi- 
cient building committee, the proposed 
American university at Washington has 
now taken tangib^i form, and within a 
few weeks ground will be broken for 
the first of the buildings, which, when 
erected, will far outrival anything of 
the kind in the Capital City. 


The site of the proposed university is 
on the northwestern heights of Wash- 
ington and covers more than 90 acres. 
It is in some respects the most desirable 
location in or near the city. 
Situated 
along tho extension of Massachusetts 
avenue and half fronting on Nebraska 
avenue, the building will command a 
charming view of the city, of the Poto- 
mac and the surrounding* coon try and 
the Blue Ridge mountains in the dis- 
tance. The large extent of territory in- 
cluded in the tract slopes gently from 
the summit, where the buildings are to 
stand, and is already being put into 
condition for athletic purposes. 


Every effort is now being made to 
raise funds and hurry the building 
work along as fast as possible. By the 
end of Sëptembér it is hoped that two 
buildings at least will be under Way, 
and with the advent of spring the great 
university will be pushed, rapidly toward 
completion. 


At the present time the Hair of His- 
tory, the Administration building, Ep- 
worth hall and the library are provided 
for, and money is rapidly coming in for 
the other buildings. 
In fact. Bishop 
Hurst has now on hand abont $S00,000, 
which he expects to swell to $1,000,000 
in the near future. 


The last gift to the university was 
made by General J. Watts de Peyster of 
Tivoli, N. Y., who presented a sufficient 
sum to insni-e the erection of the library, 
which is to be known as "The General 
J. Watts de Peyster College of Lan- 
guages. " In front of this building will 
stand a bronze statue of heroic size, now 
being made in Paris. 


An endowment of $100,000 for the 
College of Languages has been contrib- 
uted by a New York woman. 
It has 
been intimated that General de Peyster 
intends to give to the university his 
valuable collection of books and curios, 
which represent several generations of 
collecting. Mrs. Olive Logan, widow of 
General John A. Logan, has been in- 
strumental in securing the funds for the 
Administration building. 


Prominent architects of New York, 
Boston, Cleveland, Washington 
and 
England have submitted plans for the 
several buildings already contracted 
for, but none has been acceptèd. 
The 
New York committee has passed on a 
number, and the plans are now in the 
hands of the Washington members. 


Since the purchasing of the site for 
the university four years ago, at a cost 
of $100,000, the land in that vicinity 
has' had a great boom, and four times 
that amount has already been offered 
the trustees for the tract. 
When the 
buildings are completed and the sur- 
roundings beautified, the university, it 
is expected, will have the most beauti- 
ful piece of property in Washington.— 
New York Times.

George A. Hill, a colored lawyer of 
Bloomingtou, Ills., began suit today to 
recover tho price of 12 slaves sold 37 
years ago. 
Samuel Lewis, a wealthy 
slave owner in Tennessee, died in 1858 
Included in his estate were 12 slaves. 


The heirs brought the slaves to Illi 
nois, and it is claimed that at Geneva; 
Ills., they were sold to William Ferre 
who is made the defendant in this suit. 
William Lewis, tho plaintiff, is a son 
of Samuel LeAvis. 
He claims that he 
never transferred his interest in tho 
slaves and that Ferre is indebted to him 
in the sum of $5,00p. 


William Lewis is a resident of Chi 
cago, and he asserts that the reason this 
claim is not outlawed is that Ferre has 
been a resident of Missouri and Indiana 
ever since the time of the sale. Ferre is 
now visiting a daughter here and has 
been served with the process.-—New 
York World.
